This day-long, free event includes docent-led tours of several 
historic buildings; lecture by Victoria Kastner, Hearst Castle historian; presentation of California 
Historic Landmark Plaque; SF Bay Area’s Royal Society Jazz Orchestra concert; and a “Fashions of 
the YWCA Years” show.  The events will be from 11:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. in the Grace Dodge Chapel 
Auditorium. 
 
The “Julia Morgan’s Asilomar” event coincides with the sesquicentennial of California State Parks, 
and is an event designed to offer visitors the opportunity to connect with Asilomar State Beach and 
Conference Grounds – a local State Park.
